Allow me first to state a few facts 
as to naturaj resources Coal has been 
found two mules from town, on the sur- 
face of the graund, of quality equal to 
any; lime, clay for brick, superior sand 
stone, oak m exhaustless quantiues, for 
fuel and ordinary mechanical purposes, 
pine for lumber, shingles, &c., of huge 
size, and unsurpassed in quality and ex- 
tent, and all obtained within three and 
four miles of us, except the pine, which 
is obtained generally upon Squirrel creek, 
some ten miles eastward upon the prairie.

Pensyl Tuck, who was recently wounded, 
after attempting to shgot the Sheriff, waa 
found hanging by the. neck to a tree on 
the Ist inst. He was.taken from Ins bed 
sometime during the night, and hung. It 
was said to have been done by a large 
body of men, but as yet no one knows 
who, or how many were engaged in it. 
The occasion for this most repulsive 
transaction, was probably owing to the 
desperate character of the man. He was 
known to have heen a murderer; and 
after he was shot, and bégan fo recover, 
he selected the men that he said he would 
kill as soon as:he was able; and so ear- 
nest were his threats, that his physician 
thought it his duty to warn certam men 
of this- place to be on their guard, that 
their hyes were m danger. This he did, 
as I am informed, repeatedly, the week 
previqus to the execution, which was prob- 
ably the main cause of hurrying on the 
result that all wish had never happened. 
A large number of the inhabitants of the 
mines were very much jncensed on ac- 
count of the execution. Almost every 
one thinks he deserved hanging, but ob- 
acted to the time and manner. It was

no such thing will ever again occur.

Allof the ‘rag-tag-and-bob-tail” native 
and Foreign population have gone to the 
diggings, and I sincerely trust they may 
stop there ;. it 1s a good riddance. -Í cav- 
not say whether the mines will prove a 
success. Several persons who havë been 
there think so, whilst other persons say it 
will not pay. very little of the gold has 
reached town as yet. 

_ The gold is found in the Chagres 
river—it is now very low—about one 
hundred yards below the landing at 
Cruces, and some suppose that it is the 
contents of some California shipment, 
robbed ın old times. At all events, so 
far, precious little of it has been dug: out. 

This morning we have a rumor that a 
fight took place there last night, between 
the Cruces people and the outsiders, the 
former being unwilling that any new 
comers should enjoy any of the advan- 
tages of the new discovery. A bloody 
fight is expected there to-day. 

An American, named Thompson, it is 
said, is at the head of an armed body of 
men, determined to dislodge the Cruces 
people.—Cor. St. Louis News.

Overland Mail---Important from the 
Postoffice Committee.

Wasuineton, February 26. 


The House Postoffice Committee have 
authorized Mr. @olfax to report, at the 
earliest possible day, a bill submitted to 
them, by him, for expediting and cheap- 
ening the postal service between the At- 
lantic and Pacific States. It directs the 
Postmaster General to advertise immedi- 
ately for’ proposals to carry the entire 
mail, overland, from such points on the 
Mississippi and Missouri rivers as the 
bidders may select, and by such routes as 
they may designate in their bids, to Cal- 
fornia. The letter mails, and all printed 
matter on which letter postage 1s prepaid, 
to go through in 20 days, and to be carri- 
ed semi-weekly. The newspaper mail to 
go through weekly, in thirty days. Pro- 
posals to supply Denver City and Salt 
Lake, by branch lines, weekly from the 
main routes, are to be invited, and bids to 
be received by the first of May, and sub- 
mitted. to Congress for acceptance or re- 
jection, The contfact, if made, shall run 
three years from the first of July, 1860. 
Bids for more or less frequent service will 
also be received. Bids are also to be in- 
vited to carry the entire mail by water 
route from, New York or New Orleans, 
semi-weelly and weekly. The Commit- 
tee, before these bids are submitted to 
Congress, will show that half a million 
dollars can be annually saved in this sim- 
ple item of the mail service. The news- 
Paper mail now goes semi-monthly, by

_ Mason anv Dixon’s Lixx.—On the 
4th of August, 1763, Thomas and Rich- 
ard Penn, and Lord Baltimore, being to- 
gether in London, agreed with Charles 
Mason and Jeremiah Dixon, two mathe- 
maticians or surveyors, to mark, run out, 
settle and fix the boundary line between 


Maryland on the one hand, and Delaware | 4 


and Pennsylvania on the other. Mason 
and Dixon landed in Philadelphia on the 
15th of November following, and began 
their work at once. They adopted the 
peninsular lines, and the radius and tan- 
gent point of the circular of their prede- 
cessors, They next ascertained the north- 
eastern coast of Maryland, and proceeded 
to run the dividing parallel of latitude.— 
They pursued this parallel a distance of 
23 miles, 18 chains and 21 Jinks, from 
the place of beginning at the north-east 
corner of Maryland to the bottom of a 
valley on Dunkard creek, where an In- 
dian war-path crossed their route, and 
here on, the 19th of November, 1767— 
ninety-two years ago—-their Indian escort 
told them it was the will of the Sioux Nae! 
tion that the surveys should cease, and 

they terminated accordingly, leaving 36, 
miles, 6 chains and 50 links as the exact 

distance remaining to be run west to the! 
south-west angle of Pennsylvania, not far 
from the Board Tree Tunnel, on the Bal- . 
timore- and Ohio Railroad. Dixon died ' 
at Durham, England, 1777; Mason died 

in Pennsylvania, 1787. .

Evrron News:—The cheering effects 
of the approach of spring, that gives life 
and vigor to everything, 1s no where more 
visible than here. The terrible winter, 
that every one expected to be past endur- 
ance, has pleasantly glided away in days 
of sunshine, until we have reached the 
last month when snow storms can be ex- 
pected and still the warm weather con- 
tinues. 5 

The immigration to the mines is now as 
great as the emmigration from them was 
at any time last fall, not less than from 
twenty-five to fifty reach here every day— 
old men and young men, women and 
children are coming in, and all seem to 
exhibit an equal ansiety for gathering 
gold.

The steamship Africa armved this 
morning with Liverpool dates of the 16th 
ult. She reports the steamship Nova 
Scotia, Tuetonia, and Circassian, as hav- 
ing arrived out on the 16th, and the Ful- 
ton on the 17th. 

Exeranp.~—The attention of all classes 
is concentrated on the Budget, and meet- 
ings, pro and con, are held in all direc- 
tions. The comservatives show increase 
ing hostility to both the Budget and the 
Commercial treaty with France, and in 
the House of Lords an explanation had 
been called for, of the article which binds 
England not to prombit the exportation

Lord Russell stated in Parliament, that 
the special mission of Lord Elgin to 
China had not been definitely arranged. 
Lord R. also announced that he would 
introduce a Reform Bill the first of 
Mareh.

Francr.—Mr. Thouvenel’s circular to 
the French Diplomatic Agents in re- 
sponse to the late enclyclical letter of the 
Pope, is published, and attracting atten- 
tion.

The Commissioner of the Land Office 
has certified to the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior, an aggregate of over 318,000 acres 
of land for the benefit ef the Minnesota 
and Pacific Railrond, under the act of 
Congress. This ig the first installment 
for that object. ` 

Speaker Pennington has appointed Hon. 
Messrs. English, of Indiana; Stanton, of 
Ohio; and Gartrel, of Georgia, Regents 
of the Smithsonian Institute on the part 
of the House of Representatives. 

The House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs have had the subject of the Pacific 
Railroad under consideration, but have 
come to no conclusion. As a preliminary, 
they have instructed the Chairman to ask 
for the printing of the several bills, re- 
ferred to that committee, including that 
matured and agreed upon by the Select 
Committee last session, providing for a 
central route.

The Troubles on the Texan Border. 


New York, March 3d. 

The Times’ Washington correspondent 
says the President had a long interview 
with Major Grattan, to-day, and ex- 
pressed his regret at being unable to 
afford Texas any protection beyond that 
already on the frontier. 

Clerks were employed till a late hour 
last night in the State Department, copy- 
ing Goy. Houston's dispatches, and they 
were communicated to the Senate to-day 
without any message on the subject from 
Mr. Buchanan. 

These documents may lead to the pas- 
sage of Mr. Wigfall’s amendment, ap- 
propriating $1,500,000 for a regiment of 
Texan rangers. Gov. Houston has re- 
ceived more than eighty applications from 
gentlemen desiring to raise volunteers.-— 
He has advised that such companies be 
raised and officered in every frontier 
county, and that a system of espionage be 
agreed upon, and that, in case of alarm, 
pursuit be given, and the invaders and 
thieves, whether Indians, or whites in the 
garb of Indians, be exterminated. There 
are already nine organized companies in 
the field. “A truly alarming condition of 
affairs on the Western condition of Texas 
is represented.

Throughout the whole transaction, the 
utmost order and quietness prevailed.— 
The hundreds who: constantly witnessed 
witnessed every proceeding in the trial 
and execution, looked on in subdued si- 
lence. ‘The prisoner had every advan- 
tage, in able council, and impartal hear- 
ing. More orderly or deliberate proceed- 
‘ings would hardly be witnessed in the 
highest criminal court in the land. 

While we deeply deplore the necessity 
which compels us to resort to such ex- 
treme measures, we cannot but endorse 
the prompt, efficient and decisive measures 
which have been carried out by the peo- 
ple, as the only: means at hand to protect 
us against the hand of the assassin. Le- 
gal justice at best, is but slow, and ina 
country like this,without a generally recog- 
nized criminal jurisdiction, at is virtually 
inoperative. Witheut, prisons, or any 
means of confining criminals, the only 
means left for public security and certain 
punishment to the guilty, 1s for the peo- 
nls to take the Inw into their own hands, 
and meet out justice under the severe, 
but efective code of Judge Lynch, In this 
case we beleive there was something be- 
hind, some hidden gause which prompted 
the unhappy murderer to commit the ter- 
rible act When sentence was passed, 
he said “Ihave killed my best friend, 
but for what, the world will never know ” 


Destructive Fire.—The First One in 
the City. 


Sunday evening last, about eight o'clock, 
we were startled by the cry of fire, upon 


going to the door we found it to be in the 
large new livery stable of Summers & 
Dorsett, on Cherry street, between 3d. and 
4th , west side. The flames were shoot- 
Ing up toa great hight, and threatening 
afl that part ofthe city before the wind, 
which was blewing a light breeze from 
the north. 

About seventy feet from the burning 
building was the Fashion Saloon, which 
it seemed every moment would take fire 
It must have burned, but from the almost 
superhuman efforts of the citizens, who 
kept the whole building constantiy drench: 
ed with water; asit was the walls and 
roof are charred to perfect blackness. In 
less than fifteen minutes the stable had 
fallen into a heap of smouldering ruins, 
which were guarded all night to prevent 
the fire spreading anew. 

Summers & Dorsett purchased the prop- 
erty a few days since, for $1,000; their 
loss 1s about $1,500, in tke stable, about 
five tons of hay and several saddles, bridles 
and some harness; a valuable dog was 
also burned. The horses were all rescued, 
but the last one gotten out, had all the 
hair burned off. 

Buddee & Jacobs loss about $25, ın 
damage tothe Fashion building. > * 

A little grocery establishment near by 
was nearly demolished, loss probably $50. 

Hughes & Bryant's large new store 
room was, for a time, in great danger.— 
At one time the falling cinders fired the 
hay in Hunt & Clark's corell, but a tmely 
bucket of water extinguished 1t. 

Post & Teat’s Joss in fixturés, &c., in 
the Fashion, probably $100. 

Had the fire occurred a few hours 
sooner, when the wind was blowing, a 
large portuon of the city must imevitably 
have been burned. The fire is beleived 
to have originated from a cigar stub, or a 
coal from a pipe dropped ın the stable. 

This 1s the first fire causing damage, 
which has ever occurred in the city.— 
Our people kave reposed in fancied se- 
curity, or indiference for many months, 
with the shabbiest, rookeries, hay stacls, 
lumber yards and all kinds of combush- 
bles surrounding them on every side. — 
We fear they are doomed tp awake some 
night to the fearful reality of seeing the

The Secretary of the Pacific Railroad 
Convention has sent a communication to 
the Legislature giving a summary of the 
action of that body. 

Great activity exists throughout the 
State ın mining explorations, which 1s 
attributable to the recent discovery of 
silver mines ın Western Utah.

Our exchanges all speak of the ims 
mense emigration that is starting, or pre- 
paring to start for Pike's Peak. From 
every indication the exodus from the 
States will exceed anything ever before 
known. They come, too, from every por- 
tion of the Union, and from the Canadas. 
There is a prospect even of a stampede 
from Utah. Brigham’s influence, here- 
tofare-so potent ın preventing his people 
from straying and mixing with the Gen- 
tile world, is powerless against the gold 
fever. 

Some of the papers in the Northwest- 
ern States are deing their utmost to dis- 
cootage and prevent the movement, but 
the probability is that their lectures and 
wail meant advice, will only stimulate the 
more, the curiosity and anxiety of their 
Teaders. 

All say that a better class of people, 
and better provided with means, is setting 
out this year, than the mixed rabbie of a 
‘year ago, that rushed so heedlessly and 
wildly upon the plains. 

It is now satisfactorily settled and uni- 

versally admitted that gold exists in inex- 
haustable quantities inthese Rocky Moun- 
tains, and that u only requires industry 
and perseverance, rightly directed, to 
procure it.

» ook out for Fires. 


At the citizens meeting last Thursday 
night, efficient steps were taken for the 
erganization of fire companies, and a 
committee appointed to solicit subscriptions 
to procure the necessary apparatus. 

The committee has since made a pretty 
thorough Canvass of the city and obtained 
a large subscription, we suppose, amply 
sufficient for the purpose. We believe 
the design is to organize a Hook and 
Ladder Company, and a Bucket Company, 
amd equip them with all the necessary 
appliances. 

This is a good movement, and will in- 
sure protection against the spread of fire, 
except in the case of very high winds, 
or when fires have gained great headway. 

_ We would suggest the necessity of in- 
-creasipg the number of wells in the city. 
As.it is now, there are many places where 
water could hardly be obtained at all, 
even in small quantities, to arrest a fire. 
Every house should be supplied with a 
good ‘well, so situated that it can be readi- 
ly. reached at all times. Especial care 


f should be taken ın the erection of flues 


-and stove pipes, that no chance may exist 

for the fire to communicate with ceiling 
or roof. Several narrow escapes have 
occurred recently from fire thrown into 
chip piles, in the removal of ashes. Al- 
most every citizen has seen how fire 
burns when once started in the resinous 
pine lumber, of which most of our build- 
ings are constructed ; and should vigilantly 
guard against its recurrence.

The Mines. 


Much excitement has prevailed, for a 
few days past, respecting new discove- 
ries inthe Gregory Disirsct and vicinity. 

The Secreto lead was. found one day 
last week, by a young man named Berry, 
who had previously no mining experiente 
whatever. Ata depth of three feet some of 
the most astonishingly rich specimens ever 
found were taken out. Among them are 
nuggets and piecesof quartz rock encased 
in scales or leaves of gold, 3 thing before 
unknown in the history of lead mining. 
Claims were staked out with rapidity, in 
every direction from the discovery hole, 
and some of them have been sold at fab- 
ulous prices. The discoverer has sold 
the greater share of his interest in the 
discovery, we understand, fora good price. 
Some are of opinion that it is only a 
“pocket” or feeder to another lead, and 
itis doubtful whether there is ‘really a 
continuous lead. We are indebted to our 
friend, Charley Brassler, for the follow- 
ing items respecting operations. 

On the German lead in Mountam City, 
two shafts have been sunk to a depth of 
thirty feet, where a yield of four dollars 
to the pan ıs found. The crevice is from 
sixteen to twenty inches wide. 

L. Peek & €o., on the Foot & Sim- 
mons lead, are getting seventy-five cents 
to the pan, at a depth of twenty-six feet— 
crevice eight inches wide. 

The Gunnell lead is being opened 
throughout its entire length. One shaft 
has reached a depth of ninety-six feet. 
The average yield is about $600 per cord 
of dirt and rock. 

Capt. Packard has, opened the Mam- 
moth lead, and taken ont about 4,000 
bushels of pay dirt, which yields an ave- 
rage of fifty cents tothe pan. He will 
begin washing as soon as water can bo- 
obtained. 

E. P. Waters has about 3,000 bushels 
of pay dirt taken out and piled up from 
the Bobta:! lead, which pays an average 
of one dollar to the pan. 

Barnes & Day are opening a vein of 
silver ore, which 1s about five feet wide 
and very rich. 

The remainder of our report is gathered 
from various sources that we deem reha- 
ble. 

Many new discoveries of value have 
been made, among them we hear of a 
lead being opened near Clear creek, 
which 1s very rich. It has been pene- 
trated only to a slight depth. 

Gulch min ng is generally resumed, 
and miners are making from two to five 
dollars eachgper day. 

Many of the old claims on the Russell 
Gulch have been jumped; their former 
owners having failed to record them, as 
required by miners’ law. 

The new district farther west, near the 
Snowy range, still attract much attention ;

Some 
new discoveries, thirty mules south of 
Tarryall, are reported as very rich.— 
People are still leaving daily for that re- 
gion. ; 
A flying rumor that a party weré mak- 
ing from twenty to twenty-five dollars each 
per day, on a tributary of the Arkansas 
river, south of the Park, has been prev- 
alent for a few days past, but we deem it 
too good to be true, though we have no 
doubt good mines are being worked in 
that region.

The discoveries have just commenced, 
even here. The miners are beginning to 
learn the business, both of prospecting and 
mining, and the successful result 13 every 
where manifest. Yet mining 1s a very 
discouraging business to those who are 
not immediately successful. It requires 
an iron heart, and a determination un- 
conquerable, to stem all the torrents of 
opposition and disappointments, that have 
to be encountered ın trying to make a for- 
tune by digging gold.
